Turley Publication Correspondent 


ith the stroke of her pen, Agawam 

\ Ñ j businesswoman Linda Parrotta im- 

proved the learning experience for 

hundreds of students at the Robinson Park 
Elementary School. 

Parrotta wrote a check to the school in 
January for $2,374 — the largest donation the 
school has received to date — as a donation to 
the school’s PTO fundraising effort to expand 
a new high-tech learning system for kinder- 
garten through grade 4 classrooms. Her dona- 
tion will equip a classroom with one of the 
system’s interactive projectors. 

She made the donation on behalf of Par- 
rotta Auto Repair 
& Sales, the Aga- 
wam business 
she and her hus- 
band Peter started 
37 years ago. 
Parotta’s daugh- 
ter Mary Manes 
— a member of 
the school’s PTO 
— attended the 
school as a child and her 6-year-old daughter 
Gabriella currently is a kindergartener at the 
school. Two of her other children soon will 
also be students at the school. 

A lifelong resident of the town for 68 years, 
Parrotta said when her daughter told her about 
the project to outfit more classrooms with the 
interactive projectors, she made her donation 
equal to the amount needed to purchase and 
install one projector. 

“I knew my donation would not only ben- 
efit my granddaughter but also many other 
students at the school. I feel a connection to 
the school because Mary went there and now 
Gabriella is going to the school — but I also 
wanted to give something back to the com- 
munity where I have lived and worked my 
entire life,” explained Parrotta.

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Firefighters climb tor 


a cause March 3

AGAWAM — Climbing 48 flights of stairs 
is enough of a challenge for anybody, but 
next month, a group of Agawam firefighters 
will rise to that challenge and test their en- 
durance — in full turnout gear — while being 
timed. The firefighters — John Pollock, Dan 
Lizotte and Marc Pereira — are in the process 
of fundraising and training to participate in 
the American Lung Association’s annual 
Fight For Air Climb in Springfield on Satur- 
day, March 3. 

The department started participating in 
the charity fundraiser thanks to the efforts of 
Jim Kalbaugh, who organized the team last 
year. Prior to that, Kalbaugh had done the 
race with Springfield Fire Department. This 
year, Pollock has taken over the reins as team 
captain. 

“Tve sort of inherited it from him,’ said 
Pollock, who has been training vigorously 
for the last several months for this and other 
events. 

The course is 48 flights of stairs (or 24 
floors) for a total of 528 steps and firefight- 
ers compete in full turnout gear, including air 
pack and masks. Firefighters can go at their 
own pace, with new climbers starting every 
three minutes. 

Because fitness is an important aspect of 
the firefighters’ jobs, the stair climb pro- 
vides the team with the opportunity to stay in 
shape, both in training for and participating 
in the event. 

“We'll go with full bunker gear, which 
is boots, jacket, pants, helmet and air pack, 
which weighs a total of about 45 pounds,” 
said Pollock. “We have to breathe bottled air 
the whole time.” 

According to Pollock, it’s harder to func- 
tion with the air on, but he was quick to point 
out that in an actual fire, the firefighters have 
to perform physical acts under stress while 
breathing that air. To train, Pollock said he 
has been doing “a lot of cardio [exercise] and

Turley Publications wins four journalism awards 


Agawam editor among 
those honored 


BOSTON — Three newspapers owned 
by Turley Publications Inc., received four 
awards last Saturday evening from the New 
England Newspaper & Press Association 
(NENPA) for its distinguished journalism 
work during the past year. 

The awards, which were given out at a 
banquet dinner inside the Park Plaza Hotel 
in Boston Feb. 11, included two first place- 
awards, one second-place, and a third-place 
finish. Almost 3,000 daily and weekly entries 
were received from across New England for 
NENPA’s Annual Better Newspapers Con- 
test. Expert judges chose only about 400 
first-, second- and third-place winning selec- 
tions combined. 

The Quaboag Current and Town Common, 
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which cover Warren, New Braintree, the four 
Brookfields and Sturbridge, received first- 
place in the Weekly Class 2 Special Award 
category for its special edition published just 
days after the June 1, 2011 tornado ripped 
though its core coverage territory. Contribut- 
ing on the ground to that edition were the pa- 
per’s Editor Tim Kane, Agawam Advertiser 
News Editor Jennifer Wroblewski, Graphic 
Artist Stephanie Hadley, The Journal Reg- 
ister Editor Douglas Farmer and Turley Re- 
porters and Photographers Emily Thurlow 
and Jennifer Grybowski. That entire 32-page 
edition was devoted to tornado coverage. In 
comments on that specific entry, the judge 
wrote, “This is model coverage of when 
hell comes to town,” adding that “reporters, 
editors and photographers provided a public 
service to their readers.” 

Wroblewski, a resident of Monson and 
former The Journal Register assistant editor, 
collaborated with coverage of the tornado 
aftermath in Monson, where catastrophic 
damage occurred less than one mile from 
her home, as well as in Agawam, with help 
from her dedicated freelancers, who took to 


the streets in her absence. 

Turley’s additional first-place award went 
to The Journal Register Staff Writer and 
Photographer Emily Thurlow for her Week- 
ly Class 1 Photo Series. Thurlow covered the 
tornado across multiple towns for months on 
end, and her photojournalism from that hor- 
rific event resonated with NENPA. Her judge 
wrote, “excellent tornado coverage.” 

Turley’s second-place award went to the 
Town Reminder newspaper based in South 
Hadley. Editor Kristin Will won big in the 
Weekly Class 2 Crime and Courts Reporting 
category for her in-depth pieces on the Phoe- 
be Prince high school bullying case. Judges 
wrote that, “...coming back and re-opening 
some of the important aspects of the one- 
year anniversary mark was an effective way 
to bring the community directly affected up 
to speed on the developments in the case — as 
well as to showcase some of the actions that 
resulted from this preventable tragedy.’ 

Coming in third place in a very competi- 
tive Weekly Class 1 Education Reporting 
category was The Journal Register Editor 
Douglas Farmer for his coverage of Path- 


finder Regional Vocational School’s annual 
robotics competition. The judge wrote that it 
was “great to give full coverage to students 
participating in a program other than sports.”

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Dog park survey WHERE IS 


results released

AGAWAM — If a recent survey conduct- 
ed in town is any indication, a majority of 
residents who provided feedback for town 
officials said they could benefit from an off- 
leash dog park in Agawam. 

According to the survey compiled by the 
Agawam Office of Planning and Community 
Development, which a total of 338 residents 
completed, roughly 67 percent of respon- 
dents said that Agawam would benefit from 
an area where dogs could safely play off of a 
leash. Twenty-eight percent disagreed. 

The survey was hosted on the town of 
Agawam’s website for two months. Copies 
were also made available to residents at the 
senior center, public library and town hall. It 
was prepared in response to efforts of Aga- 
wam Dog Owners Group (ADOG), which 
has been actively promoting the creation of a 
dog park in town for the last year. 

Since the park would most likely be lo- 
cated on town-owned land, Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen asked the planning department to 
conduct the survey to measure public sup- 
port for such a facility. 

“Tm pleased with the response to the sur- 
vey,’ said Cohen. “Approximately two-thirds 
of those responding think that a dog park is 
a good idea.” 

Cohen said the goal is to operate a facil- 
ity that is entirely privately funded and that 
a large number of ADOG members would 
take on the maintenance for and policing of 
the park. 

“It’s a win for those who are not fortu- 
nate enough to have a fenced area for their 
dogs; a win for those who want their dogs 
to socialize with other dogs and a win for 
the town to have such a dedicated group of 
supporters who are willing to pay for and to 
maintain the park,’ Cohen said. 

Of the residents taking the survey, 28 per- 
cent said they would visit the park at least 
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once a week, while 24 percent said they 
would visit at least three times a week. Thir- 
ty-one percent of the respondents answered 
that maintenance was their greatest concern, 
followed by 15 percent who were worried 
about animal vaccination and disease. 

“The issue of vaccinations and disease 
can be easily addressed by requiring an an- 
nual permit to use the facility. Evidence of 
immunizations would be required prior to 
the issuance of the permit,’ said Deborah 
Dachos, director of Agawam Planning and 
Community Development. “Dog park users 
would be required to have their permit with 
them when they use the facility.” 

Though that was an idea presented to ad- 
dress the issue of vaccination, Dachos did 
say that nothing has been determined yet. 
Those details still need to be ironed out, she 
said. 

Twenty-eight percent said that they had no 
concerns about the dog park. 

After visiting each piece of town-owned 
land, the preferred site of the dog park is 
Shea Field near the Agawam Skate Park. 
There is an area adjacent to Robinson State 
Park that can be fenced and also contains 
some large mature trees for shade. 

Berkshire Design Group is currently pre- 
paring a conceptual design for the dog park. 

“Shea Field is a good location,” Cohen said. 
“[It] is centrally located and is in a densely 
populated part of town where many residents 
will be able to walk to the facility.”

Exercise ice safety 
this winter 


hough the calendar indicates we’re in 
the middle of winter, the outside tem- 
perature lately says otherwise. 

With the rise and fall of the mercury in the 
last few weeks, it can be difficult to deter- 
mine the thickness and strength of ice built 
up on bodies of water in our area. While we 
may be tempted to head out onto local lakes, 
ponds, streams or rivers, to participate in 
recreation such as skating/hockey, ice fish- 
ing and other winter activities, we need to 
remember that ice conditions are uncertain 
and exercise precaution and common sense 
in doing so. 

The Massachusetts Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (MEMA) has issued informa- 
tion regarding those safety precautions for 
anyone looking to head out on the ice. 

First, never go out onto ice alone. If you 
fall through the ice, a friend may be able to 
rescue you or go in search of help. Always 
keep your pets on a leash near a body of wa- 
ter. If your pet falls through the ice, do not at- 
tempt to rescue it; rather, call 9-1-1 for help. 

Keep in mind that new ice is usually stron- 
ger than old ice. As ice ages, the bond be- 
tween the crystals decays, making it weaker, 
even if melting has not occurred. Also, be- 
ware of ice covered with snow. Snow can 
insulate ice and keep it strong, but can also 
insulate it to keep it from freezing. Snow can 
also hide cracks, weak and open ice, which 
puts you in danger. 

Slush is a danger sign, indicating that ice 
is no longer freezing from the bottom and 
can be weak or deteriorating. In addition, ice 
formed over flowing water (rivers or lakes 
containing a large number of springs) is gen- 
erally 15 percent weaker. 

And did you know ice seldom freezes or 
thaws at a uniform rate? It can be one foot 
thick in one spot and be only a few inches 
thick 10 feet away. 

If you fall in, try not to panic. Turn toward 
the direction from which you came and place 
your hands and arms on the unbroken sur- 
face, working forward by kicking your feet. 
Once you are out of the water, remain lying 
on the ice (do not stand) and roll away from 
the hole. Crawl back to your tracks, keeping 
your weight distributed until you return to 
solid ice. 

By following safety procedures, you can 
be safe and enjoy the many winter activities 
offered by the great outdoors.

rate freeze only impacts the contribution from 
the business owner and employees will continue 
to receive the same benefits.

The rate was frozen at Schedule E, which will save 
employers an average of $141 per employee.

“Baby On Board.” Remember this fad 
back in the 1980s? Sometime around 1985, 
the rear windows of cars began to sprout 
these little yellow signs.

Seeing that little sign at first took me on a

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“This was not our first donation for the 
project, but it is the largest so far. It also 
gave our fundraiser a major boost,’ she said. 
“Mary and Linda supported our endeavor 
because they see the value in increasing the 
use of technology in our classrooms.” 

The Epson BrightLink projector system 
is an innovative technology with interac- 
tive capabilities built into the projector, 
allowing images to be projected onto any 
surface. There is no need to buy separate 
— and costly — interactive whiteboards. 

Teachers and students “write” on the 
screen image with a special wireless pen 
linked to the projector. The image also can 
be sent to a printer and projectors include 
software so teachers can connect to Inter- 
net sites and project those images as well. 

“Students have responded very favorably 
to the projectors in the classrooms where 
they have been installed,’ said Palazzi. 
” Before we had the BrightLink system, our 
only projection equipment was overhead 
projectors.” 

While the BrightLink system is being 
installed and used throughout Agawam’s 
schools, the Robinson Park school cur- 
rently only has four projectors — one each 
in three fourth-grade classrooms and one 
in the library.

The 
vice president and co-owner of the West 
Springfield-based Balise Auto Group not 
only committed to purchasing a projec- 
tor, but he also agreed to become a major 
supporter of the PTO’s upcoming “Techno 
Trot and Family Fun Walk” this May. It 
will be a community event to raise money 
to purchase BrightLink projectors. (See 
sidebar). 

“Mike also generously offered to match 
every dollar we raise at this event. This 
could mean at least four new projectors,” 
Reed said. 


Amazing new teaching tool 

“Wow” is how Manes described her first 
reaction to a demonstration of a Bright- 
Link projector. She had heard teachers talk 
at PTO meetings about “how unbelievably 
well” the projectors work and how much 
they help in teaching students, but when 
she finally saw one in action she was even 
more impressed. 

“The most incredible part of the projec- 
tor is the wireless pen. I was just amazed 
at what it can do — it’s like a 21st century 
blackboard,” said Manes. 

Parrotta said she liked to watch filmstrips 
and movies as a child in school, so the pic- 
torial aspect of the projector appealed to 
her. “For kids who learn visually, these 
projectors are phenomenal.” 

For Reed, it’s a valuable teaching and

PTO to hold first Techno Trot 
and Family Fun Walk May 20

AGAWAM — When Mike Balise saw 
a demonstration of the BrightLink pro- 
jector system, the vice president of the 
Balise Auto Group was so impressed that 
he committed to purchasing a projector for 
Robinson Park Elementary School. Balise 
then challenged the PTO to come up with 
a fundraiser to purchase more projectors 
and promised to match whatever amount 
it raises. 

“Mike’s idea of a fundraiser for the 
BrightLink system was discussed at a PTO 
meeting,” said Robinson Park School PTO

In continuing some articles on the early history of the mu- 
sic programs in Agawam schools, the first mention of a band 
came in the 1940 yearbook. It stated that a band was formed 
by Miss Ruth Perry and played at football games. 

In the 1940 Agawam Town Report, it stated that for sev- 
eral years, we had been struggling with the problem of build- 
ing a band program in a community where few pupils owned 
band instruments. That fall, the school owned enough instru- 
ments to form a working nucleus. There were four clarinets, 
one alto saxophone, one trumpet, one glockenspiel and one 
triangle. After the operetta in November, one trumpet, one

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Turning fantasy into reality ™

AGAWAM - Steel Land, 5, plays inside 
of a giant igloo at the Perry Lane Nursery 
School recently, pretending to raise a family 
within the confines of what Eskimos used in 
the cold, harsh weather of Alaska. 

Land’s experience is thanks, in part, to 
the great theme work done by the dedicated 
staff at the school who spent more than 18 
hours working on constructing the igloo for 
the preschool’s dramatic play section of their 
classroom. 

Here, the children are able to use the igloo 
however they want and make fantasy into re- 
ality, says Perry Lane Nursery School Direc- 
tor Annie Christofori. She says the curricu- 
lum calls for the preschool to have different 
themes which are then emphasized through 
the different activities preschoolers experi- 
ence during their school day. 

Perry Lane has 40 students, a section of 
3-4 year olds and a section of 4-5 year olds. 
Each group reacts differently to the theme of 
winter, but both groups just love playing in- 
side the igloo constructed of more than 300 
empty milk gallon bottles. 

Christofori says she and her staff, which 
includes teacher Joan Smith and assistant 
Sharon Rozanski, spent much of the chil- 
dren’s Christmas vacation putting together 
the igloo, and that it is done for the chil- 
dren. 

“We want these kids to have the best expe- 
rience possible when they come here,” said 
Christofori. “These types of projects make 


it more fun for the kids and give them a real 
experience.” 

The dramatic play section of the preschool 
classroom is like a mini-theater, and allows 
preschoolers to come in, dress up in some 
cases, and act things out. The purpose of the 
center is to encourage creativity and empha- 
sis on classroom lessons. 

The igloo is accompanied by a makeshift 
“ice-fishing” pond. Students sit in chair and 
use “fishing poles” with magnets on the end 
to catch the “fish,” and bring them into the 
igloo to “feed their families.” 

Students also learned participation and re- 
sponsibility through the activity, as they do- 
nated approximately half of the milk bottles 
that made up the igloo. 

“During December, the children and their 
parents worked to save the bottles,’ said 
Christofori. “And then Hood also donated 
150 empty bottles for us. By contributing 
to the project, though, the children get a 
sense of participation, contribution, and self- 
worth.” 

The igloo was then constructed and held 
together by industrial strength glue. At the 
end of the theme month, the igloo will go 
away for the year, but the lesson is not over 
with, Christofori says. 

“We will put it in the storage shed behind 
the building until the spring,” she explains. 
“Then the Department of Public Works will 
come and the children will put the milk bot- 
tles in their truck and learn about recycling. 
Recycling is a theme we learn about here.” 

Perry Lane has always put great effort into 
their dramatic play areas, and has a flower

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STCC students unveil inventions 


SPRINGFIELD — On the first day of class, 
Diane Sabato, assistant professor of business 
administration at Springfield Technical Com- 
munity College (STCC), greets her students. 

“This is going to be the best class ever,” 
says Sabato. “But it’s not as easy as you think 
it’s going to be.’ And on that first day of 
class, students smile back at her, not realizing 
what the next 16 weeks will be like—stepping 
into the role of inventor and business entre- 
preneur. 

The course, From Concept to Commer- 
cialization, gives students the opportunity to 
work as a team; create a product, prototype, 
and business plan; and present their final 
product to “potential investors.” 

Last semester, students from a variety of 
academic concentrations tackled the task of 
inventing a product and bringing their ideas 
to market. The two teams, Team CTC-Closet 
Clothing System comprised of Christina Ly- 
man-Sandoz, 25, of Northampton; Taquawn 
Daniels, 21, of Springfield; and Catherine 
Reynolds, 27, of East Longmeadow; and Team 
Sleek comprised of Kristina Richard, 21, of 
East Longmeadow; Marius Bragagiu, 21, of 
Westfield; and Giselle Hernandez, 19, of Feed- 
ing Hills, presented their work to members of 
the STCC community on Dec. 15. 

Team Sleek created a new CD/DVD/game 
disc holding system. The idea behind the 
product is to allow customers to hold more 
discs in a smaller space.

“In 
doing our research, we had a hard time find- 
ing related things to base our (prototype) 
on.” 

After each team gave their presentation 
(which included outlining their business 
plans, projects, market comparisons, funding 
required for their operation, and a product 
prototype), the teams were subjected to ques- 
tions from the audience and were required to 
think-on-their feet in order to back-up their 
research or defend some of the choices they 
made in creating their respective products. 

While the teams didn’t think coming up 
with a new invention would be difficult, they 
soon realized there were a lot of entrepre- 
neurs in the world. 

“That was part of the challenge—finding 
something that wasn’t already invented,” said 
Lyman-Sandoz. “We would come up with an 
idea, Google-it, and then find it somewhere 
obscure.” 

“Students gain a lot from the class,” said 
Sabato. “They learn what can be possible 
— that innovation is an important part of busi- 
ness and entrepreneurship. All of these expe- 
riences, skills, and lessons learned are why I 
think a class like this is really important.” 

The class is offered each semester and has 
grown in popularity throughout the years. 
This semester there will be four teams pre- 
senting their inventions. The unveilings are 
scheduled for Thursday, May 3.

BOSTON - The Senate unanimously 
passed An Act Relative to Prescription 
Drug Diversion, Abuse and Addiction Feb. 
2. This bill will increase public awareness 
of the dangers of prescription drugs, re- 
duce the supply available for diversion, 
make it tougher for addicts and dealers to 
obtain pills and increase access to treat- 
ment and substance abuse programs. 

“The abuse of prescription drugs is a 
growing problem in the Commonwealth,” 


said Sen. James T. Welch, D-West Spring- 
field, “especially for the young people in 
our community. Half of the heroin/opiate 
related detox admissions are individuals 
under the age of 30. We need to educate 
people on the risks associated with these 
drugs, ensure there are proper controls in 
place to monitor access and help those 
that are in need.” 

The bill will now move to the House of 
Representatives for consideration.
